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SUBJECT: INIFIL: BOUTROS/SIILASVUO CONVERSATION ON JUNE 9 
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1. BY CHANCE ON SATURDAY, JUNE 10, 1 WAS AT LUNCHEON 
WITH GENERAL SIILASVUO AT THE HOME OE THE EINNISH 
AMBASSADOR IN TEL AVIV. HE CONEIRMED THAT HIS CONVERSATION 
WITH BOUTROS AND KHOURY WAS A WELCOME EVENT 

WITH SOME GOOD NEWS, EOR A CHANGE. SIILASVUO MADE CLEAR, 

HOWEVER, THAT BOUTROS' STATEMENTS TO EFEECT THAT UNIEIL 
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SHOULD DEAL WITH MAJOR HADDAD AS IE HE WERE PART OP THE 
LEBANESE ARMY WAS PUT IN PORM OP "DE PACTO" RECOGNITION, 

RATHER THAN ANY STATEMENT ABOUT A MORE FORMAL ACCEPTANCE 
OP THE RELATIONSHIP. 

2. ON QUESTION OP THE "GOOD PENCE," SIILASVUO SAID IT 

WAS INDEED AGREED THAT UNIFIL WOULD MAN CERTAIN BORDER 
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POSTS, AND IT WAS AT LEAST CLEARLY ACCEPTED TACITLY BY 
BOUTROS AND KHOURY THAT THE GOOD FENCE WOULD CONTINUE TO 
OPERATE. I ASKED HIM WHAT WOULD HAPPEN EOR EXAMPLE IE 
TANKS OR APC'S IN THE HANDS OE THE LEBANESE CHRISTIANS 
WERE BROUGHT ACROSS THE BORDER FOR REPAIR AND MAIN- 
TANANCE, AS HAS BEEN THE CASE UP UNTIL THIS POINT. 

SIILASVUO SMILED ENIGMATICALLY, AND SAID THAT OF COURSE 

THERE WAS NO QUESTION BUT THAT UNIFIE S ORDERS AND 

RESPONSIBILITIES WOULD BE TO PREVENT SUCH BORDER CROSSINGS 

BY HEAVY WEAPONS IN THE EUTURE. THE SAID HE INTENDED TO 

SAY THIS TO GENERAL EITAN. WE DISCUSSED PROBLEM WHICH 

WOULD INEVITABLY RESULT FROM HOARDS OF NEWSMEN PHOTOGRAPHING 

UN CHECKPOINTS BEING OPEN TO NORMAL GOOD FENCE PERSONAL 

TRAEFIC. HE SHRUGGED IN A RESIGNED EASHION AND SAID 

THAT THIS WOULD JUST BE SOMETHING THEY HAD TO LIVE WITH. 

BUT HE MADE POINT THAT IT WAS UN POSITION THAT THIS WAS 
AT PRESENT NOT AN EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL FRONTIER BUT 
RATHER A MILITARY ARMISTICE DEMARCATION LINE, UNTIL SUCH TIME AS 
LEBANESE EORCES WERE FULLY IN CONTROL AGAIN IN SOUTH 
LEBANON. FOR THAT REASON IT WAS WHOLLY APPROPRIATE EOR 
UN TO MAN THESE CHECKPOINTS. 

3. SIILASVUO SAID THAT GENERAL ERSKINE WOULD BE 
MEETING WITH MAJOR HADDAD ON SUNDAY, JUNE 10, AND THAT 
HE WAS FULLY AWARE OE SENSITIVITIES INVOLVED AND IT 
WAS HIS, SIILASVUO'S, JUDGMENT THAT MEETING WOULD GO 
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WELL. BOUTROS AND KHOURY HAD PROMISED THAT APPROPRIATE 
ORDERS WOULD BE SENT TO HADDAD DIRECTLY EITHER SATURDAY 
OR SUNDAY. HE HOPED THEY WOULD ARRIVE BEFORE ERSKINE'S 
MEETING. SIILASVUO ALSO SAID THAT EITAN HAD ASKED TO 
MEET WITH HIM ON MONDAY, JUNE 12, TO GO OVER EINAL 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL. 

4. SIILASVUO REMAINED SKEPTICAL ABOUT IMMINENT ARRIVAL 
OF LEBANESE EORCES, DESPITE KHOURY'S ASSURANCES TO HIM 
THAT FORCES WERE READY, WILLING AND ABLE TO 

GO SOUTH AT THIS POINT. SIILASVUO SAID HE DOUBTED ACCURACY 
FO ALL THREE ADJECTIVES, BUT HOPED HE WOULD BE PLEASANTLY 
SURPRISED. 

5. I ASKED ABOUT TYPE OF DEPLOYMENT HE VISUALIZED EOR 
UNIFIL FORCES IN CHRISTIAN ENCLAVES AFTER JUNE 13. 

SIILASVUO SAID HE HAD KEPT THIS MATTER SOMEWHAT VAGUE 
IN OEFICIAL COMMUNICATIONS, BUT THAT HE BELIEVED THE 
PROPER DEPLOYMENT WOULD BE IN JOINT CHRISTIAN/UNIEIL 
POSTS, AT LEAST INITIALLY.
